In Scott Money Hunt 


DETROIT IB—The U.S. district 
attorney's office acknowledged to­ 
day that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had been conducting 
an intensive search for any funds 
and property hidden by accused 
wife-slayer L. Ewing Scott. 600. 
The admission of the search 
which the FBI had denied, came 
after Scott was given hack $1.500 
of the $10.400 taken from him 
Tuesday following his capture as 
he tried to sneak back Into 
Canada. 
DISTRICT JUDGE Theodore Le­ 
vin ordered the federal marshal 
to return $1.500 to Scott to pay his 
attorney. Gabriel Cohn, Detroit, 
legal fees and expenses. 
Levin also set bond for Scott at 
$100.000 at the request of the dis­ 
trict attorney. Cohn said the set­ 
ting of bond at that amount meant 
nothing since it was impos? ible 
for Scott to raise that much. Cohn 
asked for a 150 000 bond, com­ 
menting. "M y client can t even 
raisa that amount." 


BUT DURING THE hearing on 
the return of this money. Asst. 
U.S. Atty. George £• Woods re- ’ 
vealed Scott already had paid 
Cohn an undisclosed amount. 
Since the only known funds 
which Scott had at the time of 
his capture were the $35 hidden in 
his clothes and the $10.400 he had 
hidden in a money belt. Woods 
was immediately asked where the 
first Cohn iee cam e from. 


WOODS SAID ONLY that the 
sum paid to Cohn had "no signi 
ficance" in the search for larget i 
sums. But he admitted the FBI 
had combed Scott's trail in the 
Ontario Georgian Bay vacation 
area from May to December, and 
since then along the routes of his 
trips into the United States. 
The FBI had denied any interest 
In Scott's wanderings or in how 
much of his wife's $600.000 he car­ 
ried out of California with him 
when he fled from the Los An 
geles area in May, 1966.
